REPORT OF THE CONSULTATION OF ALASKA AND THE NATIONAL DIVISION

Dr. Paul Stauffer continued with a question and answer 
period concerning the Consultation. 

It was moved that Bishop Tuell appoint or designate a com¬ 
mittee of persons to develop a system of personnel practices 
for the Alaska Missionary Conference to be brought before the 
1975 Annual Conference of the Alaska Missionary Conference for 
consideration and recommendation to the National Division. 

It was pointed out that the motion to designate a commit¬ 
tee was out of order according to the rules.

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITIES

The report of the Legislative Committee on Christian So¬ 
cial Responsibilities was presented by David Rosen, Chairman. 

It was moved that p. k$ of the Pre-Conference Handbook be 
adopted with the following amendments: 

1. Goal #3, p. 35, 1973 Journal, (f) Substitute for Pro** 
gram Council the following wording: "a task force ap¬ 
pointed by the area chairperson".

It was moved that each local congregation work with Ray 
Baines to set up its unique focus on ministry "to Alaskan na¬ 
tives and the Alaska Missionary Conference should continue to 
survey statewide needs and ministries with recommendations for 
action on a statewide level. Adopted. 

William Trudeau will be the convenor of the Legislative 
Committee on Christian Social Responsibilities at the 1975 Con¬ 
ference. 

Richard Gilbert declined to give the Alaska Children's 
Services report because all program units of the Conference do 
not report. At the request of the Bishop, Mr. Gilbert provided 
a brief report. 

REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN NURTURE 

Richard Morrison presented the report of the Legislative 
Committee on Christian Nurture. 

It was moved and adopted that paragraph #1 on p. 50 of the 
Pre-Conference Handbook be adopted as printed. 

It was moved and adopted that paragraph §2 on p. 50 of the 
Pre-Conference Handbook be adopted as printed. 

Paragraph #3 on p. 50 of the Pre-Conference Handbook was 
amended as follows: 

Delete: "Suggested alternatives" 

Delete: "relating directly to the Program Council" 

Delete: All of b. and c. 

Change; change d. to b. 

Delete: (whether two or three) 

Paragraphs A, 5» and 6 on pp. 50 and 51 of the Pre-Con¬ 
ference Handbook were accepted without change. 

Paragraph #7 was added to the report. This paragraph* con¬ 
cerned the organization of the Youth Council as printed in the 
1973 Journal on p. 75. The following was substituted for the 
1973 report: 
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A. REGIONAL COUNCILS ON YOUTH MINISTRIES 


1. Three Regions for Youth Ministries shall be estab¬ 
lished; Kenai Peninsula, Southeastern Alaska, and 
Anchorage. 

2 . Two Sub-Regions shall be established: Fairbanks and 
Nome. 

3. Representation on the Regional Councils shall in¬ 
clude two youth representatives from each United 
Methodist Church in the region and two from any 
other church in the region which would like to par¬ 
ti cl pate. 

A. These councils will be responsible for: 

a. Coordinating programs 

b. Providing advice on how monies allotted to youth 
programs in the region should be spent. 

c. Select and have final decision power as to what 
persona are brought to the regions to lead , 
youth workshops, youth studies, and youth leader¬ 
ship training. 

B. CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON YOUTH MINISTRIES (CCYM) 

1. A Conference Council on Youth Ministries will be es¬ 
tablished composed of 1 representative from the three 
regions of the state (Southeastern, Kenai, and Anr 
chorage) and one representative from each sub-region 
(Fairbanks and Nome). Persons shall be elected from 
and by their region or sub-region. 

2 . There shall be one meeting of the Council annually, 
immediately before Annual Conference. 

3. There shall be an advisory minister delegated by the 
Alaska Missionary Conference whose responsibility it 
It to sit on and help organize the Youth Annual Meet¬ 
ing. 

A. The Council's responsibility shall be: 

a. To select a president who will be a delegate to 
Annual Conference. 

b. To select 2 youth delegates at large from mem¬ 
bers of the CCYM to go to Annual Conference. 

c. To advise how monies for the youth activities of 
the Conference shall be spent. 

d. To advise as to what people will be used for re¬ 
source people to advise youth lead workshops and 
lead retreat and studies. 

e. To provide a sharing place and sounding board for 
ideas and programs. 

It was moved and ordered by the Conference that matters re¬ 
lating to Youth Ministry be referred to the youth delegates of 
Conference and to the World Service Council on Finance and Ad-

ministration for report back to the floor of Conference at a 
later time. 

The worship Committee's report was acted upon. Paragraph 
#1 was accepted. Paragraph §2 was deleted. Paragraph #3 was 
accepted as printed. The foiowing change was made in Para¬ 
graph §Ui 

Change: #4 to #3 

Delete: "by and under the leadership of the Worship Com¬ 

mittee" 

Add: "In consultation with the Worship Chairman." 

The report of the Audio Visual and Trafco Committee as 
printed on p. 52 of the Pre-Conference Handbook was presented. 
Paragraphs 1 and 2 were accepted. The Conference added Para¬ 
graph §3: 

"The Alaska Missionary Conference will join its Audio-Vis¬ 
ual resources with the Alaska Christian Conference re¬ 
sources In audio-visua1s• The United Methodist resources 
would remain at the Mission Office but would be available 
to other cooperating units of the Alaska Christian Confer¬ 
ence, at the accepted rate of charge for use. Their re¬ 
sources would be, in turn, available to the Alaska Mission¬ 
ary Conference." 

A motion was made to create a Youth Development Fund for 
the work of the Conference and Regional Councils on Youth Min¬ 
istry. 


It was moved to refer the above motion to the youth dele¬ 
gates and the Council on Finance and Administration for action 
and report back to this session of the Annual Conference. 

The Report of the Historical Society was accepted as pre¬ 
sented on p. 53 of the Pre-Conference Handbook with the $150 
additional needed to fulfill the budgetary request coming from 
Benevolent Reserves. 

The report of Birchwood Camp was given. The following ac¬ 
tion was taken on the report: 

SUBSTITUTE FOR FIRST PARAGRAPH: "It is recommended that 
the Program Council of the Alaska Missionary Conference 
explore whether the Birchwood Camp, and especially Its 
Summer Program is needed for Alaska United Methodists and 
other Birchwood Program Council participants and that a 
report concerning this be made to the 1975 Annual Confer¬ 
ence. It is further recommended that if Its continuance 
Is needed, an appropriation for BTrchwood should be made 
In the 1976 budget." 

Paragraph §2 of the Report was not accepted and was refer¬ 
red to the Conference Council on Ministries for study and re¬ 
port back to the 1975 Annual Conference. 
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It was moved and accepted to commend the B1rchwood Camp 
Program Council and Board of Trustees for their work. 

The next Item brought before the Conference concerned the 
Journal. The Conference voted to Include program unit reports 
In the 1975 Pre-Conference Handbook and not In the offical 
journal of the Conference. This motion was amended to direct 
that the 197*1 unit reports should be mimeographed and sent to 
each program unit and selected personnel of the church. 

The Conference approved moving the schedule ahead one year 
and printing this journal in the photo**ready process without 
reports of program units during this year. 

Ac Wischmeler moved, and It was approved, that the mater¬ 
ials for the Pre-Conference Handbook should be In the Mission 
Office by April 7th, 1975. 

The entire report of the Christian Nurture Legislative

The Conference recessed for 5 minutes.

A. COUNCIL ON MINISTRIES Ac Wischmeler, Chairman 

The Council on Ministries has had three regular meetings-- 
May 30, September 28 and February 15-17. The February meeting 
was extended a day to work on quadrennial goal no. 7, “Develop 
a Management System" under Lay Activities and Temporal Economy. 

Dick Gilbert, our goal setting consultant, gave direction 
to our development of a management system. 

The various reports show that progress has been made on 
the various quadrennial goals adopted at the 1973 session of 
the Missionary Conference. Our development of a management sys¬ 
tem has made it clear to the Program Council that some of the 
dates we adopted last Conference to complete certain quadren¬ 
nial goals were not realistic and need to be revised. Our 
overall goal, however, is still valid. 

"The goal of the Alaska Missionary Conference is to enable 
as many people as possible to find the meaning that God 
intends for 11fe." 

B. REPORTS, RECOMMENDATIONS AND ACTIONS OF THE GENERAL COMMIS¬ 

SIONS AND LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEES

Each church, separately or with others, consider 
what the pipeline impact will be on their community 
and how the church can serve most effectively. 

7. The Alaska Missionary Conference shall support the 
Nutrition Program for Women, Infants and Children, 
and shall correspond with our Alaska confressiona1 
delegates. 

8. Each local congregation shall work with Ray Baines 
to set up its unique focus on ministry to Alaskan 
natives. 

9. The Alaska Missionary Conference shall continue to 
survey statewide needs and ministries for and with 
Alaska natives. 

2. CHRISTIAN NURTURE 

a.EDUCATION Robert Nelson, Chairman 

1. We recommend continuing the three year rotation of 
age-level emphasis in our educational ministry in 
order to have a well-balanced program, with stress 
in 1975 In the area of adult ministry. 

2. We recommend Rev. Richard Gilbert and the staff of 
The Center for Children and Parents of Alaska Chil¬ 
dren's Services for the development of A Proposal 
on Family Life Education. We urge the churches to 
make immediate use of the services which are being 
Provided and are available. We urge the involve¬ 
ment of every congregation In the Alaska Missionary 
Conference in the total program: Marriage Effec¬ 
tiveness Training, Parent Effectiveness Training 
and PACT. We further encourage churches to seek 
out and make use of the marriage and vamily enrich¬ 
ment resources and programs in their communities. 

3. We recommend to the Program Council a restructuring 
of the Regional Education Task Forces to better 
meet the needs of regional task-oriented communica¬ 
tion. The Southeast. Task Force shall remain un¬ 
changed. The Southcentral shall be broken down in¬ 
to a Kenai Peninsula Task Force and a Greater Anch¬ 
orage Task Force. Fairbanks and Nome shall be in¬ 
cluded as sub-groups. Travel funds shall be allo¬ 
cated for one initial planning meeting each year 
for each of the Regional Task Forces. 

4. Days to be recognized are: Christian Education Sun¬ 
day, Student Recognition Day, United Methodist Stu¬ 
dent day, and National Family Week. 

5. We recommend to the congregations the fullest pos¬ 
sible use of Master Teacher, Jim Simpson. We urge 
congregations to carefully consider the various 
ways in which he can assist them individually and/ 
or in regional workshops in order that the most val- 
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liable content and the best possible process can be 
developed for each local situation. We urge that, 
wherever possible, his services and talents be 
shared ecumenically. 

6. We commend the work of Rev. Augle Aamodt and the 
others concerned in their efforts for the Honduras 
work team. We urge all of the congregations to 
lend whatever assistance they can to make this a 
beneficial experience for the participants, the 
recipients of their work, and our Alaskan congrega- 
tions as well. 

7* There shall be the following organization of United 
Methodist Youth on a regional and statewide basis: 
(see p. 15 this Journal.) 

b. WORSHIP Richard A, Morrison, Chairman 

Worship being perhaps the most attended church 
experience, we feel It is also very important to under¬ 
stand Intellectually the concepts behind why we do what 
we do at worship. To this end the Worship Committee 
recommends: 

1. A seminar resource to be designed in consultation 
with local congregation, the Worship Committee and 
and the Program Council, and carried out In locali¬ 
ties at the request of the local congregations. 

2. Further we recommend that the Annual Meeting contin¬ 
ue to explore together creative worship and music 
experIences. 

3. Finally, we concur with the recommendation of the 
1972 Journal that the Annual Meeting worship exper¬ 
iences be planned in consultation with the Worship 
Cha1rman.

1. Continue the A-V newsletter. 

2. Hold two A-V preview sessions, possible at School 
of Missions and Annual Meeting or Pastor's School. 

3. The Alaska Missionary Conference will Join its 
Audio-Visual Resources with the Alaska Christian 
Conference resources In audio-visuals.

a. EVANGELISM Donald L. Hartman, Chairman 

In the latter part of 1974 and in 1975, it is 
hoped that EURISKON coordinators, as trained in Septem¬ 
ber of 1974, will be invited to lead EURISKON events 
in the churches of the Missionary Conference. It will 
be the responsibility of churches receiving such EURIS¬ 
KON coordinators to provide travel and entertainment 
expenses for the coordinator who is invited. 

b. MISSION Betty DeVore, Chairwoman 

1. The Work Area of Mission recommends that the 

churches of the Alaska Missionary Conference of the 
United Methodist Church cooperate with the United 
Methodist Women of the conference to Itinerate a 
missionary during September and October 1974. 

2* The Work Area of Mission recommends that the major 
emphasis of the Program Council and the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference for the year 1975 be that of in¬ 
terpreting the changing role of mission to the 
churches of the conference. We endorse the region¬ 
al School of Christian Mission in Anchorage and in 
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other areas where such schools may be conducted. 

3* An emphasis should be again ptaced on Advance Spe¬ 
cials as an opportunity for local churches to en¬ 
gage in Mission beyond the Word Service Apportion¬ 
ments. There are 870 missionaries at work in 52 
countries around the world. The budget of the World 
Division for 1974 is approximately $1 7,000 ,000, one 
of the lowest In 5 years. Only $13,000,000 of this 
is assured; Advance Specials will need to make up 
the balance. 

Suggested Advance Specials are: 

1. Barbara Wilson, New Surgical wing for the 
Mutambara Methodist Center, Mutambara, Rho¬ 
des I a. 

2. Scholarships for education. Mrewa Secondary 
School, Mrewa, Rhodesia. 

3* Advance Specials located within the bounds of 
the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

4. The Work Area of Mission suggests that each local 
church obtain a copy of Partnership In Missions and 
have their committee on mission study the catalog 
• carefully and recommend to their own local church 
Advance Special Projects that would be of interest 
to them. 

5* The Alaska Missionary Conference shall adopt the 
Parish Partners-USA concept of Advance Specials sup¬ 
port as a replacement for the Mission-Pastor con¬ 
cept. 

6. The Annual Missionary Conference shall be the only 
body to approve General Advance Specials.

4. LAY ACTIVITIES AND TEMPORAL ECONOMY 

a. BOARD OF PENSIONS August Aamodt, Chairman 

1. We request to the General Board of Pensions and 
the Division of National Missions that all ministers 
entering the Alaska Mission during the coming year, 
1974-75, be included in the Ministers Reserve Fund. 

2. We recommend that the personal contrI but Iona made 
by each minister to the Ministers Reserve Pension Fund: 

a. Be on the basis of 3$ of the average salary of 
the Annual Conference in which he holds mem¬ 
bership, and 

b. Beginning with all such personal contributions 
made on and after July l, 1970 to his Income 
Annuity Account, together with all interest 
credited therein, shall be available at the 
time of his retirement, or to his beneficiary 
should death precede retirement, as either 
additional annuity above the effective pension 
rate or as a lump sum refund In lieu of addi¬ 
tional annuity. 

3. We recommend that the Death Benefit Program pro¬ 
vision of the Board of Pensions be again applied to 
the Alaska Pension Program at an annual cost of $75 
per member. 

4. We also recommend that should any surplus develop 
after payment of MRPF, Death Benefit Program, and 
Clearinghouse, such surplus shall be deposited to the 
Conference Claimants Distribution Fund of the Pension 
account of the Alaska Mission. 

5* It is recommended that amounts available through 
the Board of Pensions Chartered Fund and the distribu¬ 
tion from the Methodist Publishing House be used for 
current budget purposes and excesses deposited to the 
Conference Claimants Distribution Fund. 

6. The Alaska Mission will need $9,834.00 for its 
pension program in 1974-75 based on 15*5 mlnisters-- 
each $500 ■ $7,750. The Mission Superintendent is 
funded entirely by the National Division.

*The figure may increase or decrease depending on 
deaths or retirement service years in Alaska for men 
retiring after June 1, 1972, now being funded. 

Since June 1, 1973, as instructed by the Annual Meet¬ 
ing of 1973, $5,000 has been taken from “Benevolent 
Reserves" plus the extra $1,000 voted from regular 
apportionments has been deposited in the Conference 
Claimants Distribution Fund of the Board of Pensions 
to draw the present rate of 7* interest. This money 
is to be left to draw interest until January, 1978, 
at which time the interest on the total accumulation 
can be usee to increase the pension rate of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference. 

It is our understanding that the National Division 
is in the process of raising the present pension 
rate from $50 per service year to $ 60 . The interest 
that comes from the added investment by the Alaska 
Missionary Conference Is to help raise the pension 
rate beyond the $60 per service year. 

In order to continue to move the pension rate beyond 
the $60, we recommend that we continue the policy 
started last year to add $1,000 more to our capital 
on deposit in the Conference Claimants Distribution 
Fund to be left to accumulate interest until January, 
1978. At that time, the interest on all our invested 
funds will be used to increase the pension rate to 
the maximum it will fund. 

b. COUNCIL ON FINANCE AND Boone L. White, Chairman 

ADMINISTRATION 

1. We remind and require "all agencies receiving finan¬ 

cial support from Conference benevolences or from 
any other authorized conference-wide appeal, that 
they shall make audited reports to the commission 
Concerning all receipts and disbursements thereof, 
in such detail and at such times as the commission 
may direct." (Par 868.4 1972 Discipline ) 

2. We commend these boards and organizations who did 
early budget preparation, and recommend that all .re¬ 
quests for funds be submitted to the commission at 
its pre-conference meeting. 

3. We recommend that the 1973 concluding statistics be 
the figure used to produce the 1975 grade point fig¬ 
ures. 
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k. We recommetid that the Alaska Missionary Conference 
office mail quarterly reports of all monies appro¬ 
priated and received to the following: The National 
Division, the bishop, and the appropriate local 
church personnel, 

5. We recommend that alt cash balances of l, 2, 3 of the 
Mission budget revert to the general funds at the end 
of the fiscal year. 

6. We draw the attention of all churches to the policy 
of the National Division of the Board of Global Mini¬ 
stries, that all churches receiving funds from the 
"Ministerial Support Apportionments" of the Confer¬ 
ence to supplement the amount paid by the local 
church toward the pastor's salary, shall conduct an 
annual Every Member Visitation. 

7• We recommend that Advance Special giving continue to 
vigorously support all of the United Methodist Insti¬ 
tutions In Alaska. We further recommend the obser¬ 
vance of a United Methodist Institutions in Alaska 
Sunday, and the date for It be recommended by the 
Program Counc1l. 

8. We recommend that the apportionment set by the Coun¬ 
cil on World Service and Finance and transmitted to 
the Mission, be accepted for the 1975 calendar year. 

If? recognize that changing priority in the National 
Division requires the acceptance of increasing finan¬ 
cial responsibilities on the part of Alaska churches 
and, therefore, we urge the aggressive development 
in Increased local financial support. 

10. We recommend the 1975 Pre-Conference Handbook carry 
the listing of all the funds expended by the Nation¬ 
al Board in the Alaska Mission. The list would In¬ 
clude such Items as: salary supplementation, admini¬ 
strative cost of the Mission Office, moving costs, 
furlough costs, expense allotments, insurance on 
church properties, travel, etc. In addition all sal¬ 
aries of ministers of local churches and administrate 
tors of institution of the Alsska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence shall be listed on a separate page of the 1975 
Pre-Conference Handbook (broken down as to cash, 
travel, utilities, other): one column showing amounts 
paid by the Mission Salary Subsidy, and a total in 
the third column. 

11. The grade figure for figuring apportionments will be 
derived by the following formula: 

Grade figure equals the average of the Member¬ 
ship Grade Figure and the Local Expense Grade Figure. 
The Membership Grade Figure equals total church mem¬ 
bership divided by the Total Alaska Missionary Con¬ 
ference membership at the end of the last calendar 
year. Local Expense Grade Figure equals Individual 
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church expenditure divided by total expenditure of 
all Alaska Hisstonary Conference churches of the 
last calendar year. Local expenses shall include 
general church expenditures (excluding loan repay¬ 
ment, Interest, building improvement and benevo¬ 
lences), church school administration, materials, 
and supplies; and local paid portions of the pas¬ 
tor's salary and travel expenses. 

Each local church has the right to appeal to 
the Commission on World Service and Finance concern¬ 
ing the amounts assessed, if there are unusual cir¬ 
cumstances which should be considered, provided this 
appeal be made prior to the spring meeting of the 
Council before the grade point figures are published. 

12. It Is recommended that $1,000 be taken from the Con¬ 
tingency Fund and $461 from Benevolent Reserve Fund 
for the purpose of the EUR1SK0N Program to be held 
in the fall of 1974. 

13* It is recommended that the budget of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference of $55,220 be joined together with 
the budget of funds provided by the National Division 
Block Grant of $95,500 so that it will be clear and 
obvious the portions derived from each source In the 
operation of Alaskan Methodist programs. 

14. It is recommended that we continue to place $1,000 
annually In the Conference budget which would be sent 
to the Conference Claimant Distribution Fund of the 
Board of Pensions to accrue interest for investment 
In 1978 to buy an additional $10 pension base. 

15. The Program Council budget for 1974 shall be $12,050 
with the additional $4350 coming from the Benevolent 
Reserves. 

16. It Is recommended that the total Council on Finance 
and Administration budget be set at $55,220 for 1975. 

17. It is recommended that in 1975, the Alaska Mission 
pay 100% of the increment of $100 per year of ser¬ 
vice since "admission on trial" to a maximum of 20 
years instead of the 62% paid in 1974. This would 
require $6,664 In additional funds. These would be 
raised as follows: 

The Ministerial Support apportionment would be 
raised approximately 7.6% in the 1975 Conference 
budget, which would raise $3,064. The self-support¬ 
ing churches would thus pay the larger amounts all 
of which would go to supplement the salaries of the 
nonself-supporting churches. 

The balance would be raised by using funds pre¬ 
viously allocated for other items in the budget of 
the Mission Block Grant, which will be used to in¬ 
crease salary support in 1975. ($1,500 from account- 
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Ing services item; $1,200 from Program Director ex¬ 
pense item; and $900 re-allocated from Block Grant). 
This would raise the balance of $3,600. 

18. It is recommended that all the churches of the Mis¬ 
sion study the tremendous increases In Social Secur¬ 
ity payments all our pastors are required to pay as 
"self-employed persons. 11 The amount required by the 
IRS in 1975 will reach $1,300 (1973 - $864; 1974 - 
$1,043). It is recommended that churches strive to 
increase their pastor's salary enough each year to 
meet the escalating IRS assessments. We recommend 
an immediate goal of 33$ of the annual Social Secur¬ 
ity assessment and a goal of 50$ by 1976. 

19. $500 shall be transferred from Benevolent Reserves 

to provide for a meeting of the Equitable Salary Com¬ 
mittee during 1975. 

20. $150 shall be transferred from Benevolent Reserves 
to raise the Historical Society budget from $150 to 
$300 for 1975. 

21. $100 shall be taken from Benevolent Reserves to add 
to the Youth Fund line item. 

22. $400 shall be taken from Benevolent Reserves for the 
Committee on Personnel Practices to meet.

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c. THE MISSION SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Ac Wtschmeier 


Btshop Jack M. Tuell, members and friends of the thirty- 
third session of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Mission and 
the third session of the Alaska Missionary Conference. We have 
just completed 70 years of organized mission work in Alaska. 

Amos Alter, a layman from our Fairbanks church has writ¬ 
ten a short article entitled, "Recognizing the Effects of Trans- 
Alaska Pipeline Construction Upon People," says: "The promise 
of quick fortune may lure people to Alaska once again. The 
gold, untamed frontier, adventure and the promise of a new 
start brought hordes of peopl^ during gold rush days. What Is 
the promise In 197**? Will the mania of black gold development 
result in anything different In the informed seventies? 

"Construction of the White Pass and Yukon Route Railroad 
from Skagway to Whitehorse at the turn of the twentieth century 
engaged 5,000 man years of labor and an expenditure of twenty 
million dollars. Construction of the Copper River and Northwes¬ 
tern Railroad involved a similar expenditure of effort a few 
years later. Building the Alaska Highway required an expendi¬ 
ture of one hundred and fifteen million dollars and 15»000 man 
years of labor. The effects of each of these projects were al¬ 
most catastrophic upon the small communities, economy, life¬ 
style and social structure of the impacted areas. What will be 
the effect of trans-Alaska pipeline construction--a project 
costing an estimated thirty times as much as the cost of the 
Alaska Highway and involving as many as 14,000 workers at one 
time and a total work effort of 30,000 man years of labor? It 
Is against this background that the Alaska Missionary Conference 
serves today. 

I - OVERVIEW 

One of the major thrusts of the Mission Superintendent's 
Report is to give an overview of the state of the churches and 
institutions as he sees it. 

As the saying goes, we have some good news and some bad. 

Let me give you the bad news first and get It out of the way. 

It is a part of our past about which we can do nothing. But 
from this point on--the present and on into the future^-we can 
take positive steps to change our course. 

The trends in our Conference are one with the nation-wide 
United Methodist story, a downward one in terms of persons and 
upward one in terms of finance and property. 

Our total membership of 3,486 is 73 less than it was a 
year ago. While we increased 38 on Confession of Faith, we had 
82 less on transfer. Likewise, our average attendance at the 
morning worship service was down 155 per Sunday. Church School 
enrollment is down by 85 and average attendance down per Sunday 
by 89. In the past five years we have decreased by 599 church 
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members, church school enrollment by 1,077 and average Church 
School attendance by 385* 

These figures have the seeds within them of further drops 
unless some new element is brought Into the picture to break 
the downward'cycle in the face of marked increase in the state's 
population. This new element could be an intentional effort at 
outreach. We need to attack the problem of membership head on. 

it Is for this reason that Conference has committed itself 
to embark on Euriskon. It is a Greek term for M dlscovery.“ It 
Is an exciting new approach to evangelism. We will hear more 
about the plans for Euriskon during the overview presented by 
the Program Council. 

Now for the good news. I find that there is much better 
planting going on than we have seen before. An honest wrest¬ 
ling with ministry, a stronger awareness that the church must 
be active and not just passive. 

Pastors are developing a participatory or democratic lead¬ 
ership style to encourage lay leadership participation and re¬ 
sponsibility. While on the national level the ecumenical 
spirit seems to be diminishing, at the local level it is very 
much In evidence In a number of our communities. In Juneau we 
are a part of the Northern Light United Church which is a union 
between the Northern Light United Presbyterian Church and the 
Juneau United Methodist Church. This came about due to the* 
State condemning our building. The two churches have been 
meeting together since September 1, 1973, and are looking for¬ 
ward to the final adoption of the bylaws on or before September 
1 , 1974. The Pastor Seeking Committee Is now in the process of 
calling either a Presbyterian or Methodist minister. 

Some of the Juneau United Methodist congregation preferred 
to join with the Douglas United Methodist Church. This church 
has pledged sufficient financial support that will make possi¬ 
ble its becoming a self-supporting church with a full-time min¬ 
ister as of June 1, 197*». 

Day Care Centers are numerous in our church facilities; 
senior citizen programs are developing; the Juneau United Meth¬ 
odist Church has developed an independent corporation that pro¬ 
vided trailer housing and the church has invested some of its 
building resource in purchsing the "Whitehead House" and leas¬ 
ing it to the Juneau Teen Girls 1 Home. Several youth hostels 
have been sponsored by our churches either In their buildings 
or at some other location; Fish and Hbt Lines are among the 
varied means by which our churches are responding to human 
needs. 

We have now developed an ecumenical School of Mission 
which last September had two sections—one in Juneau with John 
Shaffer as dean and one in Anchorage with two sections back to 
back deaned by Mary Jane Landstronii a Presbyterian laywoman. 

I sense a deep spiritual longing among our people. They 
yearn for a new vision of the glory of God; hunger for an au¬ 
thentic word from God which will make an impact within their 
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new life style. Adult study groups are on the increase. The 
small group process, given over to prayer and personal search¬ 
ing has widespread usage. We trust that this new emphasis will 
not make us less interested in social action. From faith 
rightly comes our motivation for practical involvement. It is 
still true both faith and works are necessary and go hand In 
hand. 


In terms of building, we have increased both the amounts 
we spent on our buildings and the amounts we paid on indebted¬ 
ness. The value of our church buildings has Increased by 
$243,100 and is now valued at $4,799*100, We have paid on our 
indebtedness$ 143,805 compared to $75 ,079 last year. Our total 
indebtedness, hoever, has risen from $308,314 to $394,690. 

The following new church buildings were erected and conse¬ 
crated: multi-purpose sanctuary at East Anchorage, additional 
classroom at Soldotna and considerable remodeling of original 
structure and an additional room at North Star. First United 
Methodist Church Anchorage dedicated its new educational 
building on February 10, 1974, This was made possible through 
a building fund and the sale of two lots west of the church. 

The Chuglak parsonage was sold last fall and the new parsonage 
on their church property Is nearing completion. 

Ministers' salaries increased $3,442 in 1973 over 1972 
which is less than 1 %. Salaries starting January 1 , 1974, are 
up considerably dollar wise but have not kept up with increase 
in inflation and social security. It Is for this reason the 
World Service and Finance and the new Equitable Salaries Commit¬ 
tee will be recommending an increase In the experience rate 
from $62 to $100 per service year up to 20 years and that each 
church further increase the pastor's salary by $348 which will 
be one third of the 1974 self-employed social security rate 
with the hope that by 1975 this can be Increased to half. 


Rev. Edmund Warne, Conference Crusade Director, Finance 
and Field Service, visited most of our churches September 23 
to October 5 with an emphasis on stewardship education. He 
prepared a very helpful manual to aid churches in program plan¬ 
ning, budget building and every member visitation. Thanks to 
the Office of Finance and Field Service, National Division, 
Board of Global Ministry of the United Methodist Church for 
providing his service for expenses only., . . . , AA <► 

The Mission is again to be congratulated in paying 100 % 

of the accepted pro-rates--Minlster 1 a 1 Support, Connectional 
Administration and World Service. It was not easy to achieve 
this 100% goal but in spite of a few late payments, we made it. 

I have a letter from R. Bryan Brawner, General Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Council on Finance and Administration telling 
us that the Alaska Missionary Conference was one of the nine¬ 
teen of the seventy-six annual conferences that contributed 
100% or more of their apportionment to World Service. I have 
also received another congratulatory letter from the circula¬ 
tion manager of the new United Methodist magazine, "Today," 
which indicated Alaska receives 358 copies which is a circula¬ 
tion membership rate of one out of ten whereas the Western Ju¬ 
risdiction rate Is one out of thirty-four and the nation is one 
out of forty-nine. We were the only conference in the Western 
Jurisdiction to pay its Black College Fund in full.

Where the Council on Ministries is working, it seems to 
produce a higher quality of programming, more helpful to the 
needs of the changing world, however, there is still much con¬ 
fusion at the point of relationships between the council on 
Ministries and Administrative Board. To help us on these prob¬ 
lems and goal setting, we were delighted to have Ruth Igiehart, 
from the Division of the Local Church, spend several months 
last fall In Alaska. Her coming was made possible through the 
financial assistance of the South Georgia Conference which took 
a love offering in appreciation for her work among them and de¬ 
signated it for her work on Alaska. 

I am impressed with the quality of the laity in our 
churches. What resources they hold to fultill the mission of 
the church! One of our major concerns must be in the field of 
leadership development--to use the full potential that Is with¬ 
in us. Our Conference Lay Leader, Jack Townshend, has proposed 
to the Program Council and they are recommending, and the World 
Service and Finance has concurred, funding a Lay-Clergy Leader¬ 
ship Conference for the fall of 1975* I will let Jack explain 
the proposal. 

t I - THIS TOOK PLACE 

Max and Gladys Cramer arrived at their new appointment of 
Seward, Moose Pass and Cooper Landing after Conference and we 
welcome them back to Alaska after a period of three years as 
pastor at Clearfield, Pennsylvania. 

Don Hartman returned to Columbus, Ohio, to attend the fu¬ 
neral of his father, Clyde Hartman, who died October 30, 1973. 

On January 21, 197**, Rev. Charles Hatten died. He and his wife 
for a number of years, were directors of Jesse Lee Home when it 
was located at Seward. He was a member of the Pacific North¬ 
west Conference. 

Births in the parsonage homes could not keep up the pace 
set last year. Rev. and Mrs. Richard Morrison adopted into 
their home Skye Bree born August 26, 1973. Our love and best 
wishes go to Howard and Betty DeVore as they complete twelve 
years of service in the Mission and are on their way to Boise, 
Idaho, to attend the Oregon-ldaho Conference and receive their 
new appointment; to Bob and Norma Nelson as they complete nine 
years of service and are returning to the Southern California- 
Arizona Conference for appointment; and to Tom and Beverly 
Whitehead as they complete four years of service and Bishop 
Tuell has announced his appointment as superintendent of the 
Boise District of the Oregon-ldaho Conference effective June 1. 
As of May l, 197**, Bishop Tuell appointed Ray Baines as Director 
of Native Alaskan Ministries with primary focus this year as 
pastor to the Native community of Anchorage. 

Increasingly It is obvious that pastoral leadership Is 
crucial to the life of the church. Our pastors are one of our 
greatest recources. As a Conference, we need to intentionally 
do more to nourish, enable and support this leadership resource. 

One positive way is to encourage and make possible contin¬ 
uing education. Through our Board of Ministry this year a de¬ 
liberate step ahead was taken at the Pastor-Wives retreat where 



graduate seminary credit could be earned through 11 iff School 
of Theology if a pastor or his wife desired to fultill the re¬ 
quirements for such credit. Several of our pastors have enroll 
ed In the new Doctor of Ministry Degree program provided by 
most of our seminaries. The East Anchorage church made this 
possible for John Tindell from September through December 1973, 
and Kenai church is making it possible for Bruce Bartel to at¬ 
tend Miff School of Theology this summer. Increasingly con¬ 
tinuing education is becoming a necessity in order to increase 
competency and confidence in ministry. No longer does a spe¬ 
cific period of formal education prepare a person for a life¬ 
time. It must be a continuous process. 

Last year at Conference we took definite action to do what 
we could to Increase our pension rate by January 1, 1978. We 
voted to Invest $5,000 from Benevolence Reserve and $1,000 from 
pro-rates fn the Conference Claimants Distribution Fund and let 
the interest accumulate until January 1, 1978, at which time we 
hope to raise our pension rate from $50 to $60 if we continue 
to invest $1,000 each year above our required payments. Since 
Conference, the National Division meeting last fall in New Or¬ 
leans voted to increase the pension rate to equal what World 
Division missionaries are receiving which Is $60 per service 
year. To my knowledge, this new pension rate has not yet been 
put into operation. 

It was my privilege, soon after Conference last year, to 
accompany Dr. Dennis Fletcher, Field Representative for Church 
Extension, to see all the property owned by the National Divi¬ 
sion and Women's Division In Alaska including Unalaska with the 
exception of Ketchikan where It was impossible to land at the 
time. Last April, while In Seattle, he could not resist visit¬ 
ing Ketchikan to complete a 100% visit to all National Division 
and Women's Division properties in Alaska. 

Each year we are appreciative of the work teams that come 
to Alaska. A new feature this year was that the Alaska Mission 
ary Conference sent a work team to British Honduras for three 
weeks December-January under the leadership of August Aamodt. 
This was so successful that plans for a second work team are 
under way. 

August 22-25 twelve members of the Program Planning and 
Mission Development section of the National Division visited 
Alaska and met with the Board of Trustees of A.M.U. concerning 
their request for the National Division endorsement for a line 
of credit to be able to borrow up to $500,000 per year for five 
years If necessary. After a thorough review of A.M.U. , the 
team divided into three sections. One visited Nome, another 
the Kenai Peninsula, and the third stayed in Anchorage famil¬ 
iarizing themselves with the work of Alaska Children's Services 
and the need for native work. 

The visit had tangible results. At the fall meeting of 
the National Division, A.M.U. was granted a line of credit for 
$100,000 a year for five years with certain stipulated provi¬ 
sions. Maynard McDougall Memorial Hospital was granted 
$490,000 coming equally from the National Division and the 
Women's Division. Ground work was laid for the Unalaska pro¬ 
ject of the Alaska Children's Services and tentative commitment 



In March, Beverly Wong, Section of Cultivation, visited 
Alaska and talked to us about their new proposal to change the 
Mission Pastor Support Program to Mission Church Program Parti¬ 
cipation. We, in turn, talked to her about problems and mis¬ 
understanding relative to Advance Specials. 

March 23-31, The Conference officers of the United Metho¬ 
dist Women, along with four National staff and board members 
held their Experience-Enrichment Workshop and visitation to 
most of United Methodist Women's local units. OUr thanks goes 
to Betty DeVore, conference president of United Methodist Women 
for her dedicated and skilled leadership in this year of trans- 
tlton from Women's Society of Christian Service to United Meth¬ 
odist Women. 

This spring two of our churches, Chugiak and Anchor Park, 
have observed their 20th anniversary of their founding. David 
Blackburn was the founding pastor. 

For several years, Don Hartman at Sitka has developed var¬ 
ious radio and TV programs. This year, Max Cramer at Seward is 
now broadcasting his Sunday morning church service. 

Next June, Thomas lenhart from the Chugiak church, a se¬ 
cond year student at Garrett Theological Seminary, will be 
ready to return to Alaska for an appointment if an opening is 
available. He is now on trial In the Pacific Northwest Confer¬ 
ence. The following year Art Knight of Turnagaln United Metho¬ 
dist Church will be ready to return from our Ohio Theological 
Seminary. He Is now serving a three-point charge at Fresno, 
Ohio, and is a candidate for on trial this June at the Oregon- 
Idaho Conference. Both Tom and Art have left successful ca¬ 
reers to prepare for the ministry. Bill McClanahan of Anchor 
Park United Methodist Church has just graduated from A.M.U. and 
will be enrolling In a seminary of his choice this fall. These 
men plus others that have been recommended for a license to 
preach make the future look good for Alaska to produce some of 
their own missionary pastors. 

As of September 1, 1973, clergy rates on all of our air¬ 
lines in Alaska were discontinued. Thus, the transportation 
costs for all of our meetings and the superintendent's travel 
doubled. By drawing on Benevolent Reserves and cutting back 
on some travel we have gotten through the year. 

Ill - OUR SIX INSTITUTIONS 

1. Wesleyan Hospital is delighted with their new facility. 

During the year their patient census has increased from 28 

to 52. Staff has increased from 27 to 35. The facility is now 
certified for 14 skilled and 50 intermediate nursing home beds 
under the medicaid program. Wesleyan Hospital, under the 
skilled and longtime direction of Mildred L. Pelch, has the low 
est per diem rate of all nursing homes In the state. 

2. Maynard McDougall Memorial Hospital has been extremely for 

tunate to have C. Donald Denning as its adminstrator for 

the past three years. He has given financial stability to the 
hospital and developed a working relationship with Norton Sound

Health Corporation and has brought the hospital 1 into sight of 
building a new building. We are sorry that Don feels he must 
leave at this time when the dream of'ihe new hospital is in 
s i ght • 

3. Alaska Chi1dren 1 sServices have continued to develop the 

effectiveness of their group homes. A reeent outside 
evaluation of Jesse Lee Home and other projects carried on by 
Alaska Children's Services was cited as of a high level. It is 
encouraging to note that National Division and Advance support 
for Alaska Children's Services during 1973 increased $17,858 
over last year. Our thanks to Dick Gilbert for all the gui¬ 
dance he has given the Program Council of the Conference on 
goal setting management development. 

**• The Nome Community Center, under the direction of William 

Trudeau, continues to come of age and develop a program 
based on the needs of the community with a high percent of na¬ 
tives on the Board of Directors. This year Bill's assignment 
was to share his time to give leadership to the Community Cen¬ 
ter and be pastor to the church. Bill has done a great job 
with an almost impossible assignment. Early last fall Bill 
submitted his resignation to the Community Center effective 
May 31 t 197**, and plans are now in the making for a new direc¬ 
tor of the Community Center and the appointment of a full-time 
pastor to the church. Sherry Lewis, a United Methodist Volun¬ 
teer, concluded her service to the church and Community Center 
in mid April after nearly two years. She will be greatly 
missed and we are Indeed most appreciative for her dedicated 
service in Nome. 

5. This seems to be a year for change in leadership In some 

of our institutions. After five years of serving as direc¬ 
tor of the United Campus Ministry, University of Alaska campus, 
Bob Nelson will conclude his ministry May 31. He and Sister 
Judy have made a great team and we are sorry to learn she, too. 
Is leaving. They have developed a unique "presence ministry." 
The Board of Directors is now in the process of selecting new 
1eadersh1p. 

6. How thankful we are for the skilled and dedicated leader¬ 
ship of President John 0. PIcton of Alaska Methodist Uni¬ 
versity. No year seems easily financed for A.M.U. On February 
11, 197**, at a specially called convocation by the Board of 
Trustees of students, faculty and administration, I, as chair¬ 
man of the Board, announced that the trustees had arrived at a 
"hard core budget" based on experienced revenue the past year 
abd therefore, we had "authorized the administration to contin¬ 
ue A.M.U. as a traditional Institution of higher learning tem¬ 
pered with special and innovative programs that augment Its 
quality and purpose, and further, that the administration devel¬ 
op a balanced budget In keeping with realistic estimates of In¬ 
come, and further, that the administration reduce the number of 
staff and faculty and program expenditures to a level necessary 
to balance the budget but to maintain the opportunities for a 
higher education of high quality as aforementioned. 

The instructions of the Board of Trustees have been 
carried out, the State of Alaska has again renewed the Tuition 
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Grant program, the faculty and administration have been hard at 
work on the new curriculum offering, recruitment of students is 
in progress, and optimism for this coming year is high. The 
University was honored when the "Song of the Great Land", di¬ 
rected by Frank Brink and Jon Carlson was selected by the Amer¬ 
ican Theatre Association to be presented on April 16, 1974, In 
the Concert Hall of the Kennedy Center, Washington, D.C. All 
e xpenses were defrayed by the sponsoring association. Advance 
Special giving to A.M.U. increased in 1973 from $62,412 in 1972 
to $89,656. 

IV - SOME NEW DEVELOPMENTS 

1* It has been increasingly clear that the Alaska Mission? 

ary Conference needed to face up to Its opportunity for 
ministry to native Alaskans leaving the bush and relocating in 
our population centers. To give direction to this ministry, 

Ray Baines is already at work. He has an advisory committee of 
Methodists and Presbyterians made up of three natives and three 
Caucasians along with the Presbyterian state executive and the 
Methodist mission superintendent. 

2. On March 19» 1974, a consultation was held at the Hilton 

Hotel in Portland, Oregon, between the National Division 

and the Alaska Missionary Conference. Those present from 
Alaska were Bill Trudeau, David Flson, Robert Bowers, John 
Shaffer, Jack Townshend, Amos Alter, Bernadine Mutch, Grace 
Wilson and the mission superintendent. There were two National 
Division board members and five staff members along with Bishop 
Jack M. Tuell, chairman of the National Division. 

Randy Nugent, chairman made it clear in the opening ses¬ 
sion that this was a consultation and not a legislative session. 
Only the board of the National Division could adopt policy for 
the board but our consultation could produce vital concernscto 
be referred to the National Division as well as develop sugges¬ 
tions for General Conference action relative to the Missionary 
Conference. It was agreed as the meeting concluded that a 
smaller body needed to be constituted to study the many issues 
raised and formulate recommendation to the proper bodies for 
action. Randy Nugent suggested that he appoint four from the 
National Division and Bishop Tuell appoint four from the Alaska 
Missionary Conference to constitute a continuing consultation 
committee that might meet In Alaska and New York. 

The date for the next consultation was set for May 29 at 
the Mission House consultation room and Randy Nugent appointed 
Paul Stauffer, Assistant General Secretary for Parish and Com¬ 
munity Concerns, to preside. 

3. One of the goals we adopted at the last session of the 

conference was to begin publication of a regular period¬ 
ical for the Missionary Conference. At the Program Council 
meeting last fall, Don Hartman volunteered to edit the publica¬ 
tion which was named "The Bridge". The first edition was pub¬ 
lished this spring and mailed out through the volunteer work of 
the women of the Anchor Park Church. Thanks to Don Hartman and 
his many volunteer helpers for a job well done. 



4. Back in 1969 a core group of Cocahnla initiated a proposal 

to TAPS (Trans Alaska Pipeline System) for a pipeline 
chaplaincy. The proposal was favorably received by the Anchor¬ 
age management but never materialized since it became evident 
the pipeline construction was being postponed to a future date. 
As the probable construction date came closer, the Alaska Chris¬ 
tian Conference, in its last session appointed Tom Whitehead as 
chairman of a committee to contact Alyeska Pipeline Company con¬ 
cerning development of a chaplaincy for the pipeline. Tom gave 
strong leadership to this committee but resigned a few weeks 
ago due to his leaving the state, and Gordon Corbett, the Pres¬ 
byterian state executive, took over the chairmanship. 

Alyeska Pipeline Company indicated they would fund a chap¬ 
lain coordinator and an Anchorage task force committee consis¬ 
ting of Brigadier Strathdee, Salvation Army; John Bagllen, 
American Lutheran; Troy Prince, Southern Baptist; Ac Wtschmeier, 
Hethodfst; and Gordon Corbett, Presbyterian, was set up to 
screen applicat Ions for the job of coordinator chaplain. The 
entire board of Alaska Christian Conference met on Tuesday, 

May 28, and approved the nomination of Major Raymond Dexter of 
the Salvation Army as chaplain coordinator. He expects to as¬ 
sume his new appointment by June 15 with his headquarters of¬ 
fice in Fairbanks. 

The Fairbanks pipeline task force has developed guidelines 
and a job description for all chaplains working on the pipeline. 
All chaplains on the pipeline must have the endorsement of 
their denomination. It is hoped that United Methodism will be 
able to furnish a pipeline chaplain, but the financing of such 
a worker has not yet been secured. 

V - PERSONAL WORDS 

This report would not be complete without a word of appre¬ 
ciation for the steady counsel of Bishop Jack M. Tuell and the 
faithful service of the two efficient secretaries who have 
served the Mission Office--Bonn1e Steenrod, who left March 15 
to await the birth of her first child, and Gretchen Dombecki 
who returned after being out of the office a year. 

1 would also like to express appreciation to our mission¬ 
ary families and lay persons in our churches who give themselves 
In such a dedicated fashion with joy of Christian service. 

Where our missionaries have kept their faith and enthusiasm, 
the fires burn. Where lay persons join their faith and enthu¬ 
siasm to the missionaries' the flames leap upward and new energy 
is released. Where enthusiasm is, and love Is felt, joy abounds 
and things happen.
